A few' m onths ago it was announced 
that farm ers intended to repair and 
oil obi m achinery for use this year 
as a protest against the high prices 
of farm implements. 
At 
that 
time 
some of the concerns m anufacturing 
such m achinery stated that they could 
not possibly reduce their prices and 
that in some cases they would even 
have to raise them a 
little more. 
There seems to have been a change. 
The American Farm Bureau F eder­ 
ation recently announced that 20 m an­ 
ufacturers have reduced their prices 
anyhere from 5 to 20 per cent, cover­ 
ing a wide range of articles. 
The fanners m aintain 
that 
they 
have not been unjust in demanding a 
cut in machinery costs, which were 
said to have risen only in the same 
proportion as farm 
products H um 
selves. 
Said an officer of the Illinois 
Agricultural association: 
"Ten years ago, when corn was sell 
lug for 50 cents a bushel, it took 150 
bushels to buy a wagon. 
Until the 
implement price cuts of a few days 
ago, if took 20k bushels to inly the 
same wagon, with corn at the sam e 
The price cuts include plows, seed­ 
ing machines, wagons, threshers and 
combines, tractors, gasoline engines, 
drills, discs, twine and miscellaneous 
tools. 
'I'liis should cheer Mig farm ers 
considerably, 
it comes 
in time to 
procure new equipment where It is 
needed before planting Mine is too 
far 
advanced.

m anufacturers, 
too, should profit by the change, find­ 
ing more sales af the lower prices 
lief I or than fewer sales at excessive 
prices.

NOME: A CITY THAT 
HIBERNATES 
Koine, Alaska, in recant year 
has 
been ti city that dwindles in winter 
to a population of but ti few hundred, 
ami spring lins brought a lessening re­ 
turn of residents. 
Thus this remote 
mining ca nip, after a meteoric career 
and growth into a city, gradually Is 
resuming the status of a town. 
Situated on the bleak north cote I of 
the icy storm-swept Bering sea. clo e 
to the Arctic circle, Nome is frozen in 
aud snowe»l in for about seven months 
of the year. 
Its chief industry, placer 
gold mining, depends upon the use of 
running water, therefore tin* activi­ 
ties must stop when the w ater con­ 
geals. 
Bather than spend the long 
w inter In the extreme cold, walling 
for the return of mild weather, a 
large part of the population of Nome 
bas always returned to the Slates in 
the fall, making tile Journey back to 
the north In June, when navigation 
ojiens. 
The over-night creature of an un­ 
usual gold discovery, the town grew 
up on a site that probably could not 
have linen worse lifted for a commu­ 
nity of human habitation. 
Ii is open 
to Hic full sweep of Hie violent storms 
and tile heavy waves that often beat 
In from the sen, 
It bas a relatively 
narrow beach and immediately within 
is a strip of tundra, frozen solid in 
winter, but a sen of mud during Hic 
open season. 
In this morass the town 
grew up. 
In the early days men and 
animals 
floundered 
through 
streets 
that were kneedeep In mud. 
Later 
the 
principal 
thoroughfares 
were 
boarded over. 
Kin*Ii summer fool­ 
hardy newcomers built structures on 
the beach only to have them wholly 
destroyed by the blasts of September 
when, almost without warning, huge 
waves swept to the edge of the tundra 
and often Into Hu* town itself. 
Hold was lirst discovered near Nome 
Iii ISPH. In one of the numerous creel 
that rise In the hills bnrk of the town

and cross the tundra to the ca. 'Phis I 
discovery was widely heralded through 
Alaska and Ila* western states. Thou­ 
sand* (lucked to tile neighborhood in 
the summer of I St it * and the town was 
horn. That season the remarkable dis- 
cover)* was made that the sand of the 
lien cli at the edge of the town was rich 
in gold, and thousands of prospectors 
with crude equipment took out respect- 
able fort urn**. 
Tin* beach could not 
la- tiled upon, bat anyone was perm it­ 
ted to dig there. 
This unique fe a ­ 
ture of the Nome gold held* drew more 
than 20.0(10 people to the region the 
follow>ng summer, aud the town grew j 
Into a thriving city. 
Placer miners 
burrowed into the sand like moles for 
.‘Mi miles or more up amt down the j 
beach. 
Nome took its 
name 
from Cain* 
Nome nearby, which was named as 
the result of a mlsun lerstatiding. 
It 
means nothing utile 
it can he con­ 
strued to signify “the nameless." 
It 
was discovered in lite examination of 
an early chart that when tin* physical 
features of north we* tem Alaska were 
named one cape had been overlooked. 
The penciled Query “name?" wa* made I 
beside it. 
A copyist translated the 
scrawled question us “Nome,” and tile 
mime ha* stuck. 


MEXICO'S SKYSCRAPER 
PYRAMID 
A pyramid that may rival those of 
tSgypt, for size, and prove to he even 
older than the K illi a n piles, recently 
was found at Teotihuaenn, Mexico. 
Long ago two other pyramids, mile* 
of the Toliec people of p re-Col u mid an 
times, were discovered among the vol­ 
canic ashes around San Juan Teoti- 
huacnn, meaning “City of the Cods,” a 
village about 25 miles northeast of 
Mexico City. 
Excavation of the new pyramid may 
help to lift the veil which dim* our 
knowledge of Uipse American pyramld- 
buildcr*. member* of a bygone race. 
Certain it ii that the pyramids .if 
Teotihuaean, which already are wide­ 
ly known, have kept their beads above 
the vomiting of angry volcanoes for 


numberless centuries, while ft would 
appear that the cities nearby were 
\ i Inuit doubt l in ' d in those bygone 
:.g'■* by volcanic eruptions, 
'file To! 
Ices were by tradition famous mound 
builders, and lien* it seems they min­ 
gled with their reverence for Hie Su­ 
pe* me Being the mythical religion of 
UMral worship. Their earliest temples 
w ere devoted to Hie sun. 
The moon 
they worshiped as ids wife and the 
stars as his sisters. 
No image was 
allowed 
within 
these 
temples, 
and 
their offerings were perfumed flowers 
and sweet-scented gums. 
The projecting stories of “ICI S<*l," 
Hie highest pyramid, seen hero and 
there over the pyramid, murk Hie up­ 
ward progress of those Indefatigable 
worker* until they gained the summit 
of their ambition. 
The pyramid wu* 
divided into stories by placing a 
<* 
fie* of truncated pyramids one above 
the other. 
Two hundred and sixty-eight must 
lie climbed to reach the summit. 
The 
pyramid Is I!If» feet In height, and Im* 
a base about TUI feet square, 
The 
summit I* f»H by 105 feet square. 
Many strange Idols have been dug 
uji. 
Beautiful pieces of Jade and oil 
-albin, arrow head*, little head 
of 
burnt clay, earthen Jar* of antique 
form, and others similar to those in 
use at the present time were found. 
fine little piece of cloth that

found Is carefully guarded in the mu­ 
seum.
